So it is that Wilson’s accusing 
shadow hovers over the fever- 
ishly hot Middle East. Point 
five of Wilson's 14 had to do 
with the self-determination of 
peoples. It was one which 
Clemenceau and Lloyd George, 


indeed, managed to break. The 
bitter fruits of that violation are 
with us now, as _ illustrated 
by the dismissal of Gen. Glubb 
of the Arab Legion. 

For more than a generation 
the Arabian peoples, sparked 
largely by Christian intellectuals 
out of the American University 
at Beirut, had been seeking in- 
dependence from the Turks. 
They were drawn to Wilson’s 
plans, especially that of self-de- 
termination of peoples. 

But, in Paris, no European 
leader possessed vision. Nor 
was there awareness that the 
old methods of imperialism, in- 
tensely- hated by those for cen- 
turies under the heavy yoke of 
the Turks, had been even more 
weakened and discredited by 
the currents and events of the 
great war. 


Idea 


When the League was sabo- 
taged by the Republican lead- 
ership, there were those observ- 
ers who said that Wilson went to 
Paris without an idea, save an 
idealistic one, 

Now we know, to our sorrow, 
he was the only man there with 
an idea. 

He had the idea that if the 
League could be brought into 
being, it would be able to 
smooth out any inequities. So, 
while he blocked the bold and 
callous attempt of Britain, Italy 
and France to carve up the 
colonies of the Turks and Ger- 
mans and make them their own, 
he was forced to compromise. If 
they would vote for the League 
he would agree that the terri- 
tories in question should be 
mandated to the powers as trus- 
tees of the League. 

In 1920 an Arab Congress met 
{n Damascus and proclaimed 
Syria, freed from the Turks and 
Germans in 1918, as an inde- 
pendent nation. The French, 
waiting for the treaty, drove 
out King Faisal. In 1922 Syria 
officially was mandated to 
France. But resistance con- 
tinued and in 1946 the French 
had to withdraw completely. 


a 


Travail 


Since that time Syria has been 
going through the usual travail 
of a people unused to govern- 
ment and driven by long years 
of resistance to it. 

In 1919 Jordar was created as 
a buffer state, becoming nom- 
inally independent in 1927. In 
1946 the British withdrew offi- 
cial supervision, but created an 
army, which they subsidized, 
under Lt. Gen. Bagot Glubb, 
now sacrificed to Arab nation- 
alism. 

Syria and Saudi Arabia tem- 
porarily, at least, are working 
together. This union of old 
family enemies, the Hashimites 
and Sauds, is significant. Saudi 
Arabia was anothef of those 
kingdoms ‘‘created’’ at the end 
of the first world war, with a 
“Made in Britain and France” 
label on it. 

A king, lineal descendant of 
Mohammed, was placed on the 
first throne. But a tough char- 
acter right out of the Arabian 
Nights routed him and named 
the country for his family. He 
was Ibn Saud. 

Nothing more clearly reveals 
the ‘dangerous failure of the 
Eisenhower administration’s for- 
eign policy than does the pres- 
ent deterioration in the Middle 
East. Secretary Dulles long ago 
fell into the Arab blackmail trap 
and must by now see he earned 
no friendship but only contempt. 
Israel, the only hope, has been 
weakened. As one looks there 
and toward Asia it is possible 
to see that while the American 
people may go right along think- 
ing President Eisenhower is a 
fine, good man, as he is, his 
administration is as blind as the 
Senate Republicans in 1919-20 
and is losing influence, prestige 
and power to an already dan- 
gerous degree, in an increasing-

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Are Ike’s Advisers 
Doing Honest Job? 


What we are up against in this coun- 
try, politically and practically, is “the 
Eisenhower myth.” 

The Republican advertising experts 
have taken a good, honest man of good 
impulses and instincts, and pictured him 
as a hard-working, well-informed Presi- 
dent. The myth, by virtue of a plethora of 
photographs, news stories, and staged 
_ appearances has been pretty well implant- 

-ed in the public conciousness. 

It is this which is so dangerous. 

During the last few days the president 
of Italy and the foreign minister of France 
have spoken plainly about their lack of 
faith in the Eisenhower administration 
and its foreign policy. 

These are men who have lived day 
by day with communism and who have 
managed, with the help of the United 
States during the Truman administration’s 
Marshall Plan and NATO, to forestall 
Communist governments in their coun- 
tries. 

The present breakdown of Middle 
Eastern policy, where Secretary Dulles 
led this country into the hands of shrewd 
Arab traders, is at once apparent. 

The truth seems to be beyond argu- 
ment that while President Eisenhower 
is indeed an honest man of instinctively 
good impulses and intent, he is, through 
no fault of his own, a poorly informed 
man. He trusts his advisers’ And they, 
on the record, don’t trust his good 
instincts. 

Let’s look at the record. 

President Eisenhower said, in a press 
conference, that a certain Boston banker 
had “nothing at all to do” with the Dixon- 
Yates contract. He had been told so. Later 
he found this was not true. The Boston 
banker had had a great deal to do with 
it. The deceived President cancelled the 
contract. 

We have the more recent natural gas 
bill. The President was for it. Then came 
the revelation that lobbyists had been at 

work. The conclusion was inescapable that 
many senators were captive. So the 
President, who had been largely sup- 
ported for election by the gas and oil 
lobbies, had to veto the bill. 

The President was a great soldier and 
a fine leader in the desperate years of 
war. He remains a good, honest man of 
good instincts and intentions. 

But he has been sold a bill of goods. 
He has been told that a political staff is 
as honest and sincere as a military staff 
with a war to win. 

This, unhappily, is not true. 

The political staff wants to win elec- 
tions. It can be unscrupulous in its de- 
ceptions. 

The President is not well informed. 
A man who was in the Army from the 
age of 18 and who was so sincerely*in- 
volved in defense of his country, could 
not be skilled in the deviations and de- 
ceptions of political partisanship. 

These people have much to gain in 
pushing the advertising campaign myth 
of Mr. Eisenhower. But the country has 
much to lose—and, unhappily, is in the 
process of doing just that.

Let’s All Hold Tight 
Until the Digest Is In 


The Atlanta Board of Education’s 1956 
budget will have to wait until more is 
known concerning the size of the tax 
digest, according to a letter from Mayor 
Hartsfield to Devereaux McClatchey, 
president of the school board. 

The board, understandably, wants to 
get its budget approved as soon as pos- 
sible in order to get on with plans for 
the coming school year. To carry out 
these plans the Board of Education has 
asked the Board of Aldermen to raise the 
school tax levy from 8.5 to 9.5 mills. 

Unfortunately for the plans of many 
a payer of taxes and spenders of tax 
money, the digest for both city and county 
still is a matter for speculation. 

Inasmuch as this digest is the basis 
on which taxes are levied, it is difficult 
to see how anyone can disagree with the 
mayor in this matter. 

The new digest may be large enough 
to finance the schools’ needs without 
increasing the millage. It could even be 
so unexpectedly large that the Board of 
Education might request a reduction in 
the present millage rate, though anyone 
who expects this to happen wins the 
year’s award for optimism.

Shrimp apparently are as tempera- 
mental as they are delicious and pros- 
pecting for them is as chancy as prospect- 
ing for gold. The latest big shrimp strike 
was several years ago in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and occurred accidentally when nets 
brought in a breed of night feeders that 
seemingly hide during the day.

Our Roads Are Good 
But Tratfic Is Worse 


Addressing the Georgia Highway Con- 
ference at Georgia Tech a few days ago, 
Prof. Ben H. Petty, of Purdue University, 
pointed out significantly that American 
highways cannot be matched anywhere 
in the world. 

“Our roads are better now than at 
any time in our history,” he declared. 
On the other hand, “it is the highway 
traffic that is worse, not the highways.” 

The professor is right, of course. 
American highways are better than at 
any time in history. But the number of 
vehicles using these highways has out- 
paced the road builders. 

Total expenditures for urban and 
rural highways amounted to $6,280,000,- 
000 in 1954, including $3,850,000 for con- 
struction and $2,212,000,000 for mainte- 
nance and administration. While this is 
a sizeable sum, it is not enough to meet 
the challenge of increasing traffic. 

Prof. Petty cited some interesting 
comparisons to prove his point. Nevada, 
the state with the lowest number of 
motor vehicles registered, has more such 
vehicles than China with its population 
of 600,000,000. There are four times as 
many vehicles in Georgia as there are in 
India, a country larger than the United 
States and with a population of 350,000,- 
000. ‘There are more motor véhicles in 
Michigan than in the whole continent of 
Asia | 

And ‘still the number of vehicles 
grows. The proposed federal aid to high- 
ways is an outgrowth of a national prob- 
lem. It cannot be ignored in the face of 
mounting death and destruction and the 
limitations it is imposing on economic 
growth.

The most astounding development of the 20th congress of the 
Russian Communist Party has been concerted repudiation of the 


late Josef Stalin and his works. 


The great dictator, dead only two years, is being dragged from 
the pedestal as one of the Red trinity with Marx and Lenin. 


Khrushchev leads the attack—the 
Khrushchev who once called Stalin 
“the father, wise teacher and di- 
recting genius of the party, the So- 
viet people and the workers of the 
whole world.’’ Mikoyan challenges 
a Stalin book on Communist doc- 
trine and history—the same book 
that he once said “lights*up with 
Stalin's genius.”’ Molotov, Malen- 
kov and Suslov compete in con- 
demnation of the man they glori- 
fied such a short time back. 

It is worth recalling, in i at- 
tempt to measure te significance 
of this fantastic reversal, what 
these same leaders, and those un- 
der them, were saying of Stalin 
but two years ago. 

Radio Moscow called him ‘“‘the 
beginning and end of our life.” 
(‘‘End”’ probably was correct, con- 
sidering the number he put to 
death.) The Young Communist 
League urged all to “fall on their 
knees’’ and kiss “his holy foot- 
prints.”’ 

Pravda published this ode: 

Oh, great Stalin, 

‘ Oh, leader of the people, 

You who created man, 

You who populated the earth. 

On a May Day celebration in 
1951, a Soviet radio told the world: 

“There is not and never has been 
any other man in the world of so 
varied, so rich, so ubiquitous a 
genius. He is always able to submit 
the correct solution of a difficult 
Freblem. There is no other man in 
the world who can see into 
ture as clearly as Stalin. The love 
of the people for Stalin is immeas-

urable, for Stalin is our life and 
our victory.” 

What can the reasons be now for 
ripping away the mantle of divinity 
from the tyrant? 

Perhaps one is to build support 
inside Russia for the present ‘‘col- 
lective leadership” policy as op- 
posed to Stalin's rigid ‘‘one man 
rule.” Perhaps another is to try 
to convince free world socialists 
and neutralists that the time of 
Stalinist dictatorship of world com- 
munism is ended. Perhaps we are 
seeing an effort to double talk 
world opinion into the belief that 
the horrifying Russian excesses of 
recent years were all Stalin's 
fault. 

Such a jeb of rewriting history 
is going to be a big one. It will be 
interesting to see how far it is car- 
ried. Will Stalin, like Trotsky and 
some of the others he erased from 
Soviet history, become an “‘unper- 
son”’ inside Russia?

county or state without the 
seller’s written permission. You 
may also promise to keep the 
property covered by insurance.

The downtown parking problem 
will never be solved, an execu- 
tive of a car-park chain said 
here Monday. 

John F. Hendon, whosé com- 
pany has interests in Atlanta 
and other Southern cities, told

Today's hand has emerged from 
my warehouse after a sojourn of 
a number of years, but the morals 
which it points are just as sharply 
defined now as they were then. 
My teammate Peter Leventritt, 
well known internationalist, was 
one of the central characters of 
this little episode. 

Seated South, he opened with one 
club which is accepted modern 
practice among the elite, when 
opener has a hand very rich in 


high card strength and a holding 
that would normally call for a 
spade bid. But in those days the 
idea was considered quite novel. 
This is a device to facilitate part- 
ner’s response when opener fears 
that a spade bid might not be kept 
alive. 

After North's one heart response, 
South made the game forcing rebid 
of two spades. North repeated 
hearts and South did the same in 
spades designating a  five-card 
suit—whereupon North raised to 
four. East, in our view, was over- 
enthusiastic when he doubled. That 
the contract could be defeated 
seemed highly probable but East 
should be apprehensive about a re- 
treat to five clubs. In fact, had 
East passed four spades he would, 
with normal play, probably have 
defeated the contract, but North 
escaped to clubs (in our view a 
doubtful bit of strategy). Warned 
by East’s double, South would have 
been able to bring in 10 tricks 
with spades as trumps. | 

West opened the five of diamonds 
and East’s queen went to the ace. 
Mr. Leventritt resisted the temp- 
tation to overtake the queen of 
hearts and get rid of the ten of 
diamonds, for he realized the 
spades would then become un- 
manageable. Instead he cashed the 
queen of hearts and got out with 
the diamond to East's king. East 
was now in an unenviable position. 
If he returned a spade, Mr. Leven- 
tritt would play low and West 
could ruff, but his queen of trumps 
could now be picked up and sutf- 
ficient discards obtained for the 
spades on dummy’s established 
red cards. 

East actually returned a dia- 
mond which was won in dummy 
as South discarded a spade. Feel- 
ing that hearts wouldn't break. 
Leventritt played the ace, king of 
clubs and when everyone followed, 
he started to play spades. As West 
ruffed with the queen, dummy’s 
ten of clubs became an entry to 
the high hearts.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE VAN DELLEN 


To Relieve Pruritis 


Correct the Cause 

Itching about the rectum 
(pruritis ani) is an annoying af- 
fliction. There are hundreds of 
remedies but the majority have 
little effect because they do not 
take the cause into consideration. 
A skin disorder may lead to 
itching about the anal opening, 
as the skin in this area is no 
different from the skin in other 
parts of the body, 

Irritation may stem from a 
fungus or a bacterial infection. 
Now and then Irritation is as- 
sociated with hemorrhoids or 
other lesions of the rectum, in- 
cluding an amebic infection that 
has escaped detection. Itching 
continues so long as inflam- 
mation exists. 

The sufferer who scratches 
vigorously may make .matters 
worse by traumatizing the area. 

Allergy may be responsible for 
rectal itching. Many persons 
have noted that the symptom 
begins or is. aggravated by eat- 
ing certain foods, such as milk, 
eggs, fruit juices, strawberries, 
shellfish, and chocolate. No one 
knows why one individual with 
food sensitivity develops ‘pruritis 
whereas others start wheezing 
or break-out in hives or eczema, 


Digestive disturbances, includ- 
ing diarrhea, may be to blame. 
Food materials pass through 
the intestinal tract so rapidly 
they are still mixed with the 
ferments and other strong 
chemicals normally used for 
digestive purposes. 

These liquid stools have a 
scalding effect on the anal canal. 
Burning occurs when diarrhea 
is severe, and itching, when 
there is less irritation. 

Pruritis also may represent 
a hangover from overindulgence 
in alcoholic beverages and foods 
such as nuts and popcorn. This 
explains why rectal specialists 


do a flourishing business after 
the holidays and among those 
returning from vacations, fish- 
ing trips, and conventions, 

Nervousness is suspected as 
the origin of rectal itching when 
there is no visible cause. These 
individuals are bothered more 
when they are upset or jittery 
or fail to get a good night’s rest. 

They are comfortable when 
business is good and miserable 
when sales fall off. 

Uncleanliness and too much 
moisture make their contribu- 
tion. When soap is not removed 
by proper rinsing the delicate 
tissues in this region are irri- 
tated. 

This long list of causes of 
pruritis ani suggests the ob- 
vious: correcting the cause. 

Such an approach is more 
logical than applying, one after 
another, the hundreds of oint- 
ments advertised for this pur- 
pose. In fact, self-medication 
should be avoided, especially 
with products containing anes- 
thetics. The tissues may become 
sensitized to these compounds 
and if this occurs, further ap. 
plications will precipitate or ag- 
gravate itching.

long-blocked proposal that a presi- 
dent's treaty-making powers be 
policed by the Congress was given 
another chance for a Senate show- 
down today. This came in the ac- 
ceptance by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee of new and conciliatory 
language that might let it receive 
Senate approval. 

* The committee vote was 11 to 2. 
Voting against the measure were 
Sen. Hennings (D-Mo.), and Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn.). 

Two committee members, Sen. 
Wiley (R-Wis.), and Neely (D-W. 
Va.), did not vote, although the 
polls were held open until 6 p.m. 
to let all members get on the 
record. 

WHITE HOUSE FIRE 

At issue was the so-called Bric 
er amendment. In 1954 Sen. Brick- 
er (R-Ohio), a one-time vice presi- 
dential candidate, proposed - that 
limits be set upon White House 
powers to make treaties and other 


_linternational agreements. His plan 


ran into robust disapproval at the 


White House. 


Then, the Senate, after long de- 
bate, failed by a single vote to 
reach a two-thirds majority neces- 
sary to send the issue to the states 
for a possible ratification by three- 
fourths of them to put a new 


i es amendment into the Constitution. 


Today, the Judiciary Committee 
faced a concededly watered-down 
proposal that even President Eis- 
enhower might accept, despite his 
previous opposition. However, the 
President has no veto power over 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment. 


NO FORCE OR EFFECT 


The measure now at issue sim- 
ply said, in effect, that a provision 
of any treaty or other internation- 
al agreement that conflicted with 
any provision of the Constitution 
would not be of any force or effect. 
It was, in this latest form, a decla- 
ration giving the courts powers to 
decide whether Big Four and other 
international conference ag ree- 
ments or treaties were living with- 
in the American Constitution. 

It appeared, on the surface, that 
the new language, introduced by 
Sen. Dirksen (R-Ill.), a member of 
the judiciary panel, would meet all 
previous objections from within 
and outside the administration.

The report, which appeared in 
the newspaper published monthly 
by the Southern Education Re- 
porting Service, showed, how- 
ever, more than four-fifths of 
the about 256,000 Negroes in ‘‘in- 


tegrated situations’’ are in the 
border areas of Maryland, Mis- 
souri and «the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

The service was organized two 
years ago by a group of southern 
newspapers as an unbiased, fact- 
finding service and is supported 
by the Ford Foundation. 

The survey showed 81,975 of 
the Negro student sinvolved are 
in Maryland, 57,000 in Missouri, 
and 68,877 in the District of 
Columbia. 

The paper defined “integrated 
situations’’ as one where Negroes 
are attending or are eligible to 
attend former all-white schools 
or where whites are attending or 
are eligible to attend former all- 
Negro schools. 

The paper also reported there 
has been nop desegregation at all 
at the college level in schools in 
Georgia, Florida, Mississippi, 
and South Carolina.

A Slimmer 
Figure 
For Spring

The day there is just a hint 
of spring in the air, quite sud- 
denly you long to pull your 
figure out of the doldrums, 
How well you know that it takes 
a shapely figure to wear a 
suit with that ‘‘younger than 
springtime”’ flair. 

Where to begin figure fixing? 
Lift the rib cage to take the 
weight off the middle measure- 
ment. Style is the way you 
carry your ribcage. The dia- 
phragm just loves to snuggle 
down toward the waist — and 
the closer it gets, the dumpier 
the figure. 

Today's stretch-bends are 
doubly rewarding, for they not 
only help to erase the annoying 
girdie top roll, but the all- 
over-effect is slim and willowy, 
Supple control through the rib- 
cage area makes for flexibility. 
“CROSS-TO-FLY” 

Start off with a lifting cross- 
to-fly movement, 

Position: Standing, feet par- 
allel and apart, arms down and 
crossed at wrists in front of 
body. 

Movement: Go up on your 
toes as you fling arms out to 
sides, pulling slim through the 
middle measurement. Come 
down, re-cross hands and swing 
out again, making it a free, 
easy swing. Keep shoulders re- 
laxed. 

Swing from there into an easy 
side-bend. 

Position: Standing, feet well 
apart, arms upstretched over- 
head, right hand clasping left 
wrist. 

Movement: Pulling slim 
through the middle, bend to- 
ward the right, pulling with the 
right hand—hold. This pulls out 
all the waist to wishbone 
bulges along the sideline, Re- 
turn to position, clasp right 
wrist and bend to the left side. 
Continue a dozen counts, alter- 
nating sides. 


BSTREAMLINE MIDRIFF 
Finish with this fun exercise 


to slim hips and streamline 
midriff. 
Position: Sitting on floor, 


legs outstretched in front of 
body, arms stretched high over- 
head. 

Movement: ‘‘Walk’’ on hips, 
pushing forward with right leg 
(knee straight) and stretching 
up with right arm—then move 
left leg and arm. The idea is 
to pull up smoothly through the 
midsection as you ‘‘walk’’ for- 
ward on hips—then back. 

Relax — the session is over 
for today.

Gross written premiums of the insurance companies, prior to reinsurance, 
during 1955 were $47,056,317, compared with $33,289,952 for the 


Net sales of the manufacturing companies during 1955 were $117,992,005, 
compared with $113,584,595 during 1954. 

Net income per common share was $5.22 on the number of shares out- 
standing and was larger than for any previous year in the Company’s 
history, and compares with $4.86 per share during 1954.

Upon inquiry we were amazed 
to find the low salaries paid our 
police officers and _ detective 
force in the Atlanta area for the 
responsibility entrusted to them 
and the quality of work expected 
and performed. We strongly rec- 
ommend that the salaries of these 
men and women be reviewed and 
brought in proper relationship to 
salaries paid for jobs of similar 
responsibility and performance. 

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 

This Grand Jury made an ex- 
tensive investigation of persons 
and places of business in the 
northwest area that it felt could 
possibly contribute information 
concerning the over-all delin- 
quency problem. It took particu- 
luar occasion to compliment

Pamphlet, prepared by the General Services Administration, 
advises a ‘‘4-S’’ formula—shortness, simplicity, strength and sin- 
cerity. 

Using plenty of examples, 
substituted for those cumbersome, time-honored phrases 
‘in regard to,”’ ‘‘in connection with,’”’ and ‘‘in relation to.”’ 

Uncle digs back in his own Federalese files to taboo this 
sample answer to a query: “ ‘PA’ means that you are classified 
with those employes currently serving under absolute. or pro- 
bational appointments in positions held by the employe on a per- 
manent basis, including preference eligibles in excepted. positions 
under appointments without time limitations.”’ 

You can cut those 37 words to 14, Uncle points out. Just 
say, ‘‘You are on the ‘PA’ list because you have a permanent 
civil service appointment.”’
